Nfw York. May 15. — Altlioogb today’s card at 
Belmont Park was the worst of the meeting. It 
proved to bo a lucky one for tlie public, as five 
favorites won and all except T. S. Martin were at 
good odds. The program was a j>oor one for a track 
of Belmont Park’s pretensions, as it appealed largely 
to cheap horses and three of the races were run 
over the strai^lit course, which affords a |»oor view, 
especially when a heavy mist hangs over the track 
as was the case to«lay. 

The steeplechase, always a great feature and 
drawing card at this track, hail only three starters, 
and one of these — T. S. Martin — so far outclassed 
the other two as to rol> the race of Interest so far 
as any contention was concerned, though it was ex- 
tremely gratifying to see this good steeplechaser 
come back after a winter’s rest in such good condi- 
tion. He is still the rapid going horse that won the 
Harbor Hill last fall, his only fault being that he 
sometimes chances his fences and this might prove 
fatal In a race where the contention is keen. 

In the handicaii at one mile and an eighth Go 
Between and Tokalon had their trials for the 
Brooklyn Handicap and in a fast run race both 
Mualifletl handsomely. Go Between carried 12^ 

pounds, while Tokalon had up llll. They were each 
backed by their owners, with the former always 
the clioU-e. After Alp<‘rmarchen had made the pace 
into the stretch he f|nit and Tokalon took up the 
running. She was almost Immediately challenged 
by (to Between. Mountain had the latter under a 
sharp drive to get to the front, but he was going 
Rway at the finisli. Tokalon bung on well aud ran 
« good game rai-e. but was no match for the Merldler 
horse at th« end. It seems now that Go Between 
will be the favorite for the Brooklyn. Mountain 
will have the mount. 

Seymour Beutler made his first apj)earance in the 
east in the second race. He has the reputation of 
lieing the l>est youngster in the Schreiher barn and 
lie was heavll.v backed by man.v shrewd tiettors, but 
never looked like l>eating Sepoy, the favorite, which 
led all the way to win in an impressive manner. 
Seymour Beutler is a goo«l looking colt. He may 
race better later on, though there was no apparent 
excuse for him to<iay. Rialto, the third horse, is 
a smart looking youngster and is almost sure to lie 
beard from in a big way before the season is much 
further advanced. 

Ella O’Neill, the favorite won the Bouquet Stakes, 
the only fixture on the card, hut she had to l>e 
hustled all the way to beat Laughing Eyes, which 
ran a smart race. 

Some confusion was caused after the closing race 
by the men at tlie numlx'r Imard displaying the 
number of ocean Spray as the third horse, when 
t'lolsteress was a safe third. Tlie trouble arose 
from misreading of the numbers— Cloisteress being 
No. 13, while Ocean Spray was No. 3. A correc- 
tion was made before the O.K. was given. 

W. Knapp will ride Accountant in the Brooklyn 
Handicap. It was not known until today that 
Accountant would start. Trainer Coyne arrivcnl to- 
day with Arcltc and Sir Huon. Arclte will start 
In the Brooklyn. Jack Baker also got in with Cot- 
tontown. Royal Onyx, which finished third In the 
opening race, was claiu.ed by T. G. Molinelli for 
1iii.200. 

Jockeys Radtke and Lowe were suspended for the 
remainder of the meeting by starter Cassidy. 

The card f<»r tomorrow Is replete with interest- 
ing features and with such flyers as Prince Ham- 
burg, Saracinesca, Horace E.; Wave Crest, King 
James, Harcoiirt; Dinna Ken, Aletheuo, Ampedo; 
Df. Keith. Sanctus, Fallaheeu; Roseben, Brookdale 
Nymph, Red River; Philander, Bright Boy and Sen- 
ator Clay among those likely to start a great con- 
course, will proliably view the racing.

Tlie big horse came out of his race in fine 
f'onditlon and he was romping with his grooms half 
an hour after i-ooling out. Mr. Hitchcock attrili- 
nles bis <k*feat to the liog. He does not believe 
that Coligny could liave got anywliere near him if 
Good and Plenty had misserl the Img. Good and 
Plenty’s preparation for the Whitney Memorial 
Steeplechase, wliicli is to lie run May 30, will con- 
tipiie as tliongb be had not met defeat, and Mr. 
Hitchcoi'k Iielieves he will win. 

Paul Rainey is of a different mind. He ladievi's 
T. S. Marlin, which won the steeplechase today, will 
take Good and Plenty into camp no matter how 
good the big gelding may lie. T. S. Martin was 
the winner of last season’s Harlior Hill and trainer 
Garth considers him the liest fencer in the Rainey 
liarn, although no person who follows stceplecbasiiig 
discounts either Sanctus or St. Kevin. 

E. W. Jewett says John Huggins is making a stren- 
uous effort to get Bedouin to the post in the Uosmo- 
imlitan Handk-ap. Bedisiin became sore last fall 
after his victory in the Century Stakes and be was 
unable to fill the November engagements that had 
lifrn made for him at Aqueduct. Last fall Mr. 
Jewett did not think it would he wise to train him 
this spring. But the Meddler gelding has taken raor*‘ 
kindly to work than his people expected. Bedmiin 
as a general projiosition, la not an early horse, 
but if Huggins succeeds in bringing him to the post 
fit in the Cosmoitoliian, be will take some beating. 
He likes Belmont Park going. In the Jerome Han- 
dicap a year ago last fall he made a record for 
one mile and five-sixteenths. 

A. Hamel has moved his string, which consists 
of the good filly Notasulga and the plater Wes, 
from Jamaica to Belmont Park. Notasulga is an 
eligible for the Gaiety Stakes, to be run at the 
second meeting. 

Accountant is taking to his work in a way that is 
exceedingly pleasing to trainer Allen and the horse 
is about ready to avoid a beating in the big handi- 
caps to come. Oran, in the same stable. Is now 
going miles in 1:43 and is nearly ready to go against 
the best of them. Roseben more than enjoyed a half 
mile breather made in 51| yesterday and the big 
Tammany idol was fighting for his head all the way. 
Handzarra, Coy Maid and Running Water are show- 
ing noticeable Improvement In their recent trials at 
Gravesend. 

Wexford is being slowly and carefully prepare<l 
by trainer Lynch for what he thinks will be a win- 
ning race and says it may happen any time now. 
Ed Ball easily galloped seven furlongs at Graves- 
end in 1:33 yesterda.v and will do to tab for a 
good race soon if not too ambitiously placed. Jacob- 
ite. Oresslna. Tartar Maid and Don Enrique are all 
ready for some sparkling races. Kiamesha is rap- 
idly coming around to her best form and her train- 
er says she will be hard to beat when he gets the 
mare right on edge. The watch -holders who have 
been taking note of the moralug trials of the 
steeplechasers, say Sandalwood, Jimmy Lane, Paul 
.Tonea, Delcanta and Bayonet, will soon be ready to 
I go through the field in public. 

MORE HORSES FOR TORONTO. 



Dally Racing Form Ih In receipt of the follow- 
ing letter from a correspondent who resides in a 
town in North Dakota not far from the Canadian 
border and within a few hours ride of Winnipeg, 
Manitoba, the center of a big circuit of minor 
running and trotting meetings that have been 
scheiliiled for the coming summer: 

“Will you kiudly send me the description of 
Garnish; his age and if he has been ruled off by 
any jo«-key clult, and where and when. 

“I have inforniatioD that one Farley has him now 
and will use him as a ringer up in this country.’’ 

Garnish was ruled off the turf by the stewards 
of the Jfx-key Club at their meeting in New York. 
Octolier 29, 19 (k:, and has not lieen reinstated. He 
is a six-.vear-old bay horse, with a faint star and a 
few gray hairs in liis face. He is iirandod 47, the 
brand lieing <m the neck under the mane. Garnish 
was lircd liy James B. Iliiggin at Rancho del Paso 
ill California, his sire la'ing Rapallo and Ills dam 
Garniture, lie was first raced as a twoyear old at 
Jamaica iti Octolier P.MI3 ns tlie property of the 
Eagle Stalilc. .As a tliriH'-year-old he was owned 
liy M. L. Haytiiaii ami in 190.5 he passed to R. L. 
Rogers ami raced in the name of Mfs. R. L. Rogers 
until lie was ruled off, winning his last race, which 
was at JainaicH, October 23, last. 

With tlic horse, R. L. Rogers and Jolin Wilson, 
who was an assistant trainer, were also ruled off. 
The action of tliu stewards of the JiH-key" Club was 
taken under the following clause in the rules of rac- 
ing: 

“Any person who shall have administered a drug 
or stiimilaiit Internally or liy hypodermic inetlKHl 
prior to a race, or who sliall have used appliances 
electrical or mechanical other than the ordinary 
whip and spur, sliall be ruled off.” 

The Inquiry into the doping of Gariii.sb com- 
incnced at Brighton Bcacli, July 31, 19<»ti, tlie day 
of ilia ineiuoralile defeat by Rod Friar. The official 
veterinary discovered evidence of drugs, diagnosing 
the case as chloral poisoning. Tlie horse’s niiHitb 
was liadly burned. R. L. Rogers was i|uestioned t«y 
the stewards and diselaimcd any knowledge of the 
use of drugs. John Wilson was ailjudged respimsible 
and accordingly dischargod. 

Blit in October it was learned that Wilson was 
again in Rogers’ employ ami that he was uiaking 
preparations to ship Garnish and other horses in the 
stable to Los -Angeles. Tins caused the stewards 
of the Jockey Club to take up the case again. It is 
alleged that when AVilson was confronted with cer- 
tain evidence that had been gathered by the 
agents of tlie Jocke.v Club since July, he vouchsafed 
the information that Garnish had lieen do|ied in all 
his races ami furnished James R. Keene with the 
recipe that had lieen usi'd. 

Rogers in the meantime had started for Los An- 
geles. He was intercepted at Chicago and wired to 
return to New A'ork to answer the eh.irge made 
liy AA’ilson. That bis answer was unavailing is 
evidenced by the action of Itie stewards on OctolsT 
29, ami their refusal since to reinstate liliii. 

The Farley tnenilonerl as now in possession of 
the horse may he E. K. Farley, who was ruled off 
the turf by the Western Jockey Club as the result 
of the Sarali Black ringing case at Grosse Pointe 
track, Detroit, June 10, 19tK{. After he was ruled 
off F.irley came to Chicago and spent much of the 
money he had taken from the poolroms through the 
fraudulent transaction in harrassing the local race 
tracks. Later the Western Jm-key Club failed in 
an effort to put him in the penitentiary, under the 
Michigan law against ringing. Since then Farley 
has spent nuicli of his time in the northwest. He 
was at Winnipeg, Brandon, Grand Forks, Minot, 
Bottineau, Cando, and other towns in Manitoba and 
North Dakota last summer, and it is not improb- 
able that he is there again. 

INCREASE IN PURSES AT GRAVESEND. 

New York, May 15. — The Bnxtklyn Jockey Club’s 
program liook for the sprin^r racing at Gravesend 
shows that there will be no race for a purse of 
less than $l,t¥»0, and in twenty-four of these over- 
night races the added money amounts to $1,200. Two 
will pay $1,500. Seventy-six over-night races 
are offered at Gravesend for the two meetings, with 
a total value of $81,000. ’Die stakes, large and 
small, of course, are worth a great deal more than 
that sum. .With $81,000 to run for the small horse- 
man will have better than an average chance to 
make both ends meet. The attendance at Graves- 
end this spring will he so heavy President Dwyer 
will andoubtedly distribute more money during the 
autumn meeting, although the attendance in the 
fall is not generally as good as in the spring. 
Friends of the amiable boss of Gravesend and Aque- 
duct do not, however, fear that he will bankrupt 
himself. The Brighton management has already 
decided to raise purses at the Beach, and it is now- 
up to the Westchester Association to drop into line. 

SCULLY LOSES A GOOD FILLY. 

New York. May 15. — The Palestine Stable has 
had the misfortune to lose the bay filly Phoebe Snow, 
by Peep o’Day — Regalia II. She had shown satis- 
factory trials for trainer Scully.

KARR’S FILLY SCORES LUCKY VICTORY 
IN THE LOUISVILLE FEATURE. 



Mollie Montrose Meets Her First Defeat- 
Heavy Track and Bad Weather —

Louisville, Ky., May 15. — Ancient, Colby Karr’s 
Cesarion — Grandma II. filly, won the Debutante 
Stiikes at Churchill Downs this afternixm, heating 
all of the supposed cracks of her sex and age here. 
The race was at a half mile and was worth $1,715 
to the winner. Her victory, thougli, was a fluky 
one. she lieing favore<l by the most i-acing luck and 
se<'niingly suiteii to a nicety by the heavy going. 
WiMxilane, wliicli finished second, was probably best, 
liut showed lack of garaeness by boring out when 
called on for an extra hard effort in the stretch. ^ 
The (li.sapiHiiiitment of the rat-e was the poor 
showing of Mtilllo Montrose, heretofore unlxwten, 
having won eight straight races at New Orleans. 

In tixlay’s race slie was prominent for a* brief 
periixl only, then faltered badly aud finished eight 
lengths back of the winner. Many find excuse for 
tier iKxir showing on the score tliat the track was 
against her. 

Crnnde Dame waa withdrawn and Geneva S. and 
Sallie Barry were added starters. The Holle entry, 
.Mollie Montrose and Parisian Model, was the oiien- 
iiig choice in the Ix'lting, Imt the activity on Wooti- 
lane caused her to ho installed favorite at the close. 
Ancient received steady support, enough to cause 
most of the layers to quit losers on the race. Troxler 
was alert at the post and. getting away in a good 
position, dashed his mount Into a commanding lead 
at once. For a brief period after rounding the 
stretch turn, Woodlane threatened to go by Ancient, 
hut at Ihe critical moment she flinched from the 
whip and iiegan lioring out allowing Ancient to draw 
away again and sei'iire tlie verdict by a scant length. 
T’rtder hard urging Black Mary closed up a big gap 
tlinsigh the stretch in t^e to take third pla(*e. 

Last iiiglit's hard rain followed by bleak weather 
caused a decrease in the attendance and played 
havcM- with the course. Its bad state was res(ion- 
sible for numerous withdrawals, the handicap at 
seven furlongs, originally canied a.s the third race, 
suffered to tlie extent that it had to lie declared 
off, ami a selling race at three-quarters, run as the 
sixth, was siibstifiited. 

In the steeplechase over the long course, Esterjoy 
conceding much weight to his opponents, led through- 
out and was a handy winner over Lights Out. 
Tliat lie equaled the record for the course, estab- 
lished by Presgrave lu 1904, marked a good per- 
formaiKx* wlien it is consiciered that the course was 
soft and slippery. The race was also noteworthy 
for the fact that for the first time In the history 
of racing in these parts an amateur rode in a race 
with professionals. Dr. Burr Ferguson piloting Hori- 
zontal. He was unseated when his mount blundered, 
after going over the ninth jump, but he was not 
injurexi. 

Jockey A. Brown, who recently arrived from Cali- 
fornia, niaiie his debut by lauding Sponge C:ake 
winner at a long price. He showed skill at the |nwt 
by getting away in front, which aided him to vic- 
tory. 

J. C. Milam has sold Ralix>rt to Nugent Bros, of 
St. liouis. Jockey Mi'Cltirc was fined $25 by the 
starter for disobedience at the post, 

Mose Goldblatt announced today that he would , 
not ship ills string to Canada as Intended. He will 
try for the T.atonia Derby with Gargantua, which 
he thinks will win. There will be quite a number 
leaving here for Toronto tomorrow night. Gene 
Elrod has arranged for three sleepers to convey the 
departing horsemen and turf followers. The strings 
of J. U. Stnxle and M. Boasberg were shipped to 
Toronto tonight. 

Despite a probable heavy track for tomorrow, a 
good program has been arranged and with Hester 
Zorra, Mackerel, Orlandot; Nedra, Dr. Lee Huffman, 
Reuben: Spendthrift Helen, Sultry, Sponge Cake;

AMERICAN FIGURES CAUSE TROUBLE. 

Government of Austro-Hungary Tries to Tax 
Jockeys on Newspaper Statements. 

During the month of .Tannary there was pnh- 
llshed ill several dail.v papers in this country a 
list of the .\merican jiM-keys who liad made I’li- 
gageinents to ride abroad tills year and extrava- 
gant sums were named as the salaries they would 
receive. This list fell info the hands of the In- 
come fax I'olleelors for the dual government of 
Austria and Hungary and recently they made an 
effort to tax the .\merican jockeys and trainers 
employed there on those oiitlandl.sh figures. This, 
eorniiig as a climax t<> tlie harrassiii.g tactics of 
these government ageiiTs during the previous three 
years. stirri*d tip a iniiddle which .Mr. Baltazzi. 
the head of the .\iistro-IInngary .Tiwkey Club, is 
now trying to sfralglilen out. It may Ije that 
the aid of llie government of the CnlfiHl States 
will U* asked liefore a final settlement Is made. 

Fred Cowman, who s|s*iit the years of l‘.to4, ’0.7 
and ’06 In the saddle in .Vnsiro Hiuigarj', hut who Is 
now emplo.ved h.v a N<*w York dr.v goods firm, says 
Fred Taral was asked to pay 10,u00 kronen, the 



equivalent of $2,000, as a tax on his alleged earn- 
ings last year. In telling of the methods used by 
the collectors to enforce payments. Cowman said that 
tliive years ago the officials of the lax Imreau ttaik 
imssessiou of tlie stewaids' vi«>m at tlie Vienna race 
course one day and priH-ei*«lcd to search the differ- 
ent jockeys and trainers as they made their apiH'ar- 
ance in the weighing Inclosure, taking their money 
and valuables, and in return giving them a receipt 
as part payment for tin*ir arrears in their taxes, 
some of the native riders and trainers having never 
paid ii|> tlivlr taxes for years. 

But after two or thr<*<‘ liad been put through the 
mm, the tip went around and in .a jiffy the jockeys 
and tiainers turned over tlieir money aud valiialiles 
to their vak'ts and friends — the valets liecoming vir- 
tually walking safety deposit vaults. Finding out 
they were Iwnt at this game, fhe.v next secured 
ilii|iHeate keys and lay in wait for the trainers at 
llieir stiilde qiiarters. 

Jim Dyer, who tlicn trained for Herr Blascovites 
and Herr I.nceutiacher, was-corraled in this manner 
and lielil prisoner for over two hours, Mr. Balt- 
azzi iximing to the rescue iiy promising to arrange 
matters. A few days afterward, at a meeting 
of the stewards and representatives of the govern- 
ment, tin* .IiM-key Club agreed to liold out five tier 
«vnt. of the gross earnings of the jockeys and 
trainers, and lias since done so, Mr. Zollinger, 
the clerk of the scales, anting on the part of the 
jockeys and trainers. 

Blit from all aci-oiints. at present there isn’t a 
man in Austro. Huugary that knows just wliat 
lax lie must and should p.i.v. Every cent of moiie.v 
earned hy a jockey or trainer is collected through 
the Joeke.v Cliili, so that it is an easy matter lo 
tell just liow iiiiieh each one earns.
